GENERAL  ORDER  No.  14 


IN  THE  MATTER  OF  THE  USE  OF  SAFETY  DEVICES  AT 
STREET  AND  HIGHWAY  GRADE  CROSSINGS. 


IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  that  where  any  railroad  maintains 
flagmen  or  gates  at  street  or  liighway  grade  crossings  in  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  the  following  rules  shall  he  observed: 

1.  On  and  after  July  1,  11117,  crossing  flagmen  during  the  day 
shall  use  a disc  not  less  than  sixteen  (16)  inches  in  diameter,  as  a 
warning  signal  to  ])nl)lic  traffic  Tipon  the  street  or  highway.  Both 
sides  of  the  disc  shall  be  painted  white  with  a black  border  three- 
quarters  (^/4)  of  an  inch  wide,  and  the  word  ‘‘STOP’’  painted  with 
black  letters  live  (5)  inches  high,  three  (3)  inches  wide,  with  lines 
three-quarters  (%)  of  an  inch  stroke. 

2.  (a)  On  and  after  -Inly  1,  1917,  except  as  hereinafter  specified, 
all  crossing  gates  shall  be  painted  with  alternate  diagonal  stripes 
of  black  and  white. 

(b)  Crossing  gates  which  are  at  ])resent  painted  with  alternate 
colored  stripes  other  than  white  and  black  shall  be  painted  with 
alternate  diagonal  stripes  of  black  and  white  within  one  year  from 
the  date  of  this  order.
